Altona Magic’s Koce Delev is back from 
injury and will be available for selection in 
tonight’s game against Bulleen Zebras. 


Richmond’s Veton Korkarevski had to be 
stretchered off in Friday night’s match 
against Kingston City. It appears Veton may 
have incurred a knee injury when he was 
brought down by City defender Nick Tolios. 
Tolios received a red card for his efforts and 
will automatically miss his team’s next match 
while Korkarevski must await test results to 
see if the knee damage is structural or tissue 
related.

CANNONS BLAST PAST LIONS AT EPPING 


Oakleigh Cannons continued their flawless 
start to the season, easily overcoming Pres- 
ton Lions 3-0 yesterday at Epping Stadium. 
Despite the lob-sided score line, Preston came 
out spirited early on, really taking the game to 
the unbeaten Cannons. In the 9th minute the 
Lions almost took the lead, but Blaze Georgios- 
ki’s shot was well saved by Cannons ‘keeper 
Stuart Webster. 

However, only minutes later, a clumsy chal- 
lenge from Pece Siveski resulted in a penalty for 
the visitors, and Cannons midfielder Anthony 
Pelikan made no mistake from the spot, sending 
Lions ‘keeper Goce Gruevski the wrong way to 
make the score one-nil after 10 minutes. 

The Lions continued to search for the equaliser, 
but just seemed to lack the killer punch in front 
of goal, despite controlling much of the game 
for the remainder of the half. It was again Geor- 
gioski who came closest for the Lions, when his 
powerful header from Zaya Younan’s free kick 
went narrowly over the bar in the 28th minute. 

After going into the half-time break leading 
perhaps a tad fortuitously, the Cannons came 
out in the second half determined to secure the 
points. Billy Damianos was first to send Pres- 
ton supporters hearts into their mouths, when 
his ferocious strike after a brilliant piece of play 
from Juan Nilo, rocketed just wide. 

Damianos went one better only minutes later, 
linking up with Anthony Pelikan before calmly 
slotting the ball into the bottom corner of the 
net with an exquisite finish to send the Cannons 
2-0 up in the 50th minute. 

The introduction of Con Boutsianis for Oak- 
leigh saw the visitors gain complete control of 
the game. Boutsianis almost added another di- 
rectly from a corner, after his in swinging cross 
was allowed to skim past the goals. 

Preston seemed to lack any imagination up front 
against the imposing Oakleigh defence, and in 
the 39th minute the points were all rapped up 
when substitute Raj Kumar provided a candi-

KOZIC PUTS SOMERS ST CAMPAIGN BACK ON TRACK 


AN injury time winner from Josip Kozic 
snapped a two-game winning streak for 
the Melbourne Knights while reigning 
premier Green Gully slipped further 
from the Vodafone Cup top six. 

In an even contest in cold and slippery 
conditions at Green Gully 
Reserve, the Knights stole 
the match after the teams » 
seemed destined to be of- 
fered a point each. 

The Cavaliers, missing 
influential midfielder Jef- 
frey Fleming, succumbed 
to their third loss in four 
matches. 

The visiting Knights were 
the first to attack the goals 
after just five minutes, and 
they were not far away 
from opening the scoring 
when an Andrew Barisic 
shot flew just over the 
crossbar. 

The game settled into a 
battle of the midfields in 
the first 20 minutes, before 
a flurry of chances to Mel- 
bourne threatened to yield 
the game’s first goal. 

The crowd leapt to life in 
the 23rd minute when Ba- 
risic fell to the turf in the 
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penalty area, but instead of a spot kick, 
the Knights midfielder was shown a yel- 
low card for diving. 

The best chance of the first half fell to the 
Knights when Nathan Caldwell went on a 
sweeping run down the right wing and cut 
the ball back into the path of the alert Ba- 
risic, but his powerful strike sailed centi- 
metres over the bar. 

The longer the first half went, the more 
the Cavaliers settled and looked to take 
control, and it produced all the play in the 
final minutes before the half time whis- 
tle.

VODAFONE NEWCOMERS CLASH WITH CONTRASTING FORTUNES 


League leaders Kingston travelled to Rich- 
mond to kick-off the Vodafone Cup’s re- 
sumption after the Easter break on Friday 
night.

HISTORY 


Founded in 1953 by German im- 
migrants Gerhard Torner, Guenter 
Schlede and Stefan Krix, Richmond 
Soccer Club began playing in the Victo- 
rian Division Four in 1954. 


Winning several promotions as 
runner’s-up, the first major impact on 
the state scene came in 1960 when 
the club won the Division One South 
Championsip. This secured promotion 
to the State League, the forerunner 

of today’s Vodafone Cup. Relegation 
followed, but once again the Division

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Chelsea are within a point of back to back Premiership 
titles, but hopes of a domestic double were swept aside 
when Liverpool knocked them out of the FA Cup, with a 
2-1 win in the semi finals this weekend. This was the fifth 
meeting of the two clubs this season and the first victory 
for the reds. The two managers Rafael Benitez and Jose 
Mourinho did not shake hands after the game but this 
was more by accident rather than by incident. 


Meanwhile, Arsenal manager Arsene Wenger and Tottenham 
Hotspur counterpart Martin Jol squared up on the touchline 
and later refused to shake hands after the final whistle in the 
1-1 draw in the last north London derby at Highbury. The 
game’s significance meant that Spurs could now finish above 
‘the Gunners’ in the Premiership for the first time. 


The game reached boiling point when Spurs controversially 
took advantage when an Arsenal player was on the ground 
injured. The common practice of sportsmanship would have 
seen the ball knocked out of play. Unfortunately for Arsenal, 
the Spurs’ players did not see the incident and just thought 
Arsenal had a lapse of concentration. Eventually, Thierry 
Henry came off the bench to deny Tottenham victory. 


A similar incident happened in 1999, when a couple of Ar- 
senal’s foreign legion scored and beat Sheffield United in a 
cup game. Wenger’s embarrassment saw the rearrangement 
of the match to which Arsenal won in comfort. It is highly 
unlikely that this would be repeated in such an important fix- 
ture. 


At the other end of the table, the relegation battle continued 
with further grief for the Midland clubs. It must be pretty 
desperate being a football supporter from that area of the 


country, with all three of their premiership teams Aston 
Villa, West Bromich Albion and Birmingham City having a 
torrid season. With their other biggest club Wolverhampton 
Wanders falling short of the play-offs in the Championship 
and unable to reattain Premiership status. 


Newcastle’s 3-0 win over West Brom means Bryan Robson’s 
team are theoretically down. While, Birmingham’s scoreless 
draw against Everton saw them slip back into the bottom 
three. They now require victories from their final games their 
games away to Newcastle and home to Bolton, both teams 
fighting for places in Europe. The only team that they can 
realistically catch is Portsmouth, currently two points ahead. 
Pompey has now taken 17 points out of a possible 24, which 
almost championship form, but have two difficult games 
away to Wigan and home to Liverpool. 


Aston Villa will most likely be the only midlands club in top 
flight next season, however they are having their worst ever 
season in the Premiership with their lowest point tally and 
position currently in 15th. They are safe from relegation, but 
only just. The future of their manager David O’Leary looks 
less certain than either of the others. Villa is a big team, who 
should be competing for Europe. But O’Leary continues to 
give his dreary excuses of having a young squad, inexperi- 
ence, injury problems or lack of resources. The ‘Villans’ only 
glee is their recent win over their rivals Birmingham City, and 
thus helping them on the way to relegation. O’Leary helped 
bankrupt Leeds United with bad management and Villa’s ag- 
ing chairman Doug ‘Davros’ Ellis will not be able to hold off 
the fans wanting the manager ‘exterminated’ in May.

Brazilian legend Tele San- 
tana dies

Apr 22 (SW) - 74-year- 
old Brazilian coaching 
legend Tele Santana died 
on Friday in a Belo Hori- 
zonte hospital. One of the 
greatest coaches of Brazil- 
ian football ever, Santana’s highest ranked achieve- 
ments led Sao Paulo to two South American Copas 
Libertadores and two FIFA World Club Cups in 
1992 and 1993. 

Santana was forced to retire from coaching in 1996 
due to ischemia, and has been in hospital since the 
end of March with abdominal infection, which 
eventually caused his death. 

His long and prosperous coaching career started 
in the 1960’s, at Rio De Janeiro-based club Flumi- 
nense, reaching an early summit in 1971 when he 
led Belo Horizonte’s most famous outfit, Atletico 
Mineiro to the first place of the inaugural Brazilian 
championship. 

Though he later on coached Brazilian top clubs 
Flamengo, Palmeiras and Gremio as well, his most 
famous achievements were coaching two legendary 
Brazilian World Cup sides, in 1982 and 1986. As a 
firm believer in ‘Jogo Bonito - Beautiful Football’, 
he used the stars of the era, Zico, Socrates, Falcao 
and Junior to form a side known for its breathtaking 
style of play. Even though these sides never made 
it to a final, both are remembered and respected as 
legendary teams. 
After a brief spell at Flamengo, Santana went on 
to coach FC Sao Paulo in 1990, where he built one 
of the best club sides in history, with the likes of 
Brazilian stars Zetti, Rai, Dunga or the young Cafu. 
Two Libertadores Cup victories were followed up 
by beating Johann Cruyff’s Barcelona and Fabio 
Capello’s AC Milan in two successive FIFA World 
Club Cup finals.

Nikolai Topor-Stanley scored an ex- 
traordinary goal to give the Qantas 
Under 23’s a 1-0 win over Uzbekistan 
at the Spring Cup tournament in Ha- 
noi, Vietnam.

Stanley) that eventually gave Australia 
victory in the 75th minute. Mark Milli- 


gan’s long free kick from the half way 
seemed harmless enough when it got 
the edge of the area, but the Uzbekistan 
keeper had come a long way off his line 
and the lanky defender seized the op- 
portunity and looped his header over the 
stranded keeper. 

Arnold was reasonably satisfied with the 
team’s performances, given that it was 
their first time together as a group; going 
through undefeated and without conced- 
ing a goal in the three matches.

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VAN BASTEN PREPARES FOR 
GERMAN GLORY 


Marco (Marcel) van Basten was born on 
the 31st of October 1964 in the city of 
Utrecht in the Netherlands. 


Marco grew up in the Johan Cruyff era 
when Holland were supreme in the world 
of football. However, all that the Dutch 
had to show for their mastery during this 
era was two World Cup Final losses. When 
Cruyff eventually retired from international 
football, the Dutch national team fell apart. 
This was made all the more dramatic when 
Holland failed to qualify for both the 1982 
and 1986 World Cup Finals. 


The revelation 


The country was crying out for someone to 
take them back to that level that made them 
a potent force in the seventies. Three play- 
ers were set for this footballing renaissance. 
They were Marco van Basten, Ruud Gullit 
and Frank Rijkaard. 


Marco began his footballing career with the 
unfashionable local side, Elinwijk. It did 
not take Ajax long to spot his talent and on 
the 3rd of April 1982 (at the age of seven- 
teen) he made his debut for the club in the 
Eredivisie against Nijmegen. Ironically, in 
this match, he replaced Johann Cruyff! To 
make his debut even better he scored his 
first ever goal at this level. For the young 
teenager this would be a dream start to his 
illustrious career. 


During his five years with Ajax he built up 
a reputation as being the deadliest striker 
in Europe. Whilst at Ajax the club won the 
Eredivisie twice, two Dutch cups and the 
European Cup Winners’ Cup. He played 
143 league matches for Ajax and scored a 
staggering 128 league goals. Not surpris- 
ingly he was Holland’s leading goalscorer 
on four occasions. 


Italy awaits Marco 


In 1987 he was transferred to A.C. Milan 
after Rossoneri President, media magnate 
and future Italian Prime Minister, Silvio 
Berlusconi and Vice President, Adriano 
Galliano had been watching videos of vari- 
ous strikers in Europe with a view to sign- 
ing the best. Their decision was as swift as 
van Basten’s finishing in front of goal. 


His first match in Italy was played on the 
13th of September. His efforts were reward- 
ed in this match with a goal in Milan’s 3-1 
victory in Pisa. It is also interesting to note 
that in 1986 the club, a founding member 
of the Italian Championship in 1898, were 
rescued from liquidation by Berlusconi af- 
ter having been declared bankrupt. 


In 1988, in an effort to win their first scu- 
detto (league championship) in almost a de- 
cade Berlusconi added a further two Dutch 
players to his squad. Inevitably they were 
Ruud Gullit and Frank Rijkaard. 


Even though Milan did win the league in 
1988, it was a frustrating season for the su- 
perstar. An ankle injury, set to plague him 
throughout the remainder of his career, kept 
him out of the side for most of the season. 
He was only able to play a mere eleven 
matches. 


Marco takes Holland to victory 


Undeterred by this setback he was able to 
take his place in the Dutch team for Euro 
88. For the first match of the tournament, 
largely as the result of a lack of fitness, he 
was confined to the bench. After he had 
forced his way back into the side his form 
during this tournament was scintillating and 
it included three goals against England and 
a breath-taking volley, said by many critics 
to be the best then in footballing history, in 
the final against the Soviet Union. Needless 
to say, this is the only major trophy Holland 
have ever won and Marco was named the 
player of the tournament. 


Injury ends Marco’s career 


During his time with Milan he helped the 
club win three league championships and 
two European Cups, two World Club Cups 
and two European Super Cups. Added to 
these fine achievements he won three Eu- 
ropean Footballer of the Year awards, two 
World Player of the World awards, a FIFA 
World Player of the Year award and two 
Capocannonere (Serie A Top Marksman) 
awards. His strike rate for Milan was an in- 
credible 90 goals in 147 Serie A matches. 


In 1993 his troublesome ankle eventu- 
ally put paid to his football-playing career 
at the tender age of twenty nine. He was 
fortunate to end his playing career with a 
Serie A League Championship, European 
Footballer of the Year award as well as the 
World Footballer of the Year award. Not 
many sportsmen can end their playing ca- 
reers at such a high point. 


Marco was no angel 


What made Marco van Basten different to 
any other striker? He had great vision, flair, 
athleticism, could score goals with both feet 
and both literally and figuratively he used 
his head to great effect. 


To complete the entire picture of Marco van 
Basten it would be fitting to also write about 
those incidents that also put a dent into his 
brilliant career: 


The highly talented Dutch team were 
knocked out in the second round of the 
World Cup in Italy by Germany. In the first 
round they drew all three of their matches. 


In 1991 he was banned for four matches af- 
ter having violently elbowed an opponent 
in a European Cup game against Marseille. 
In the same year he became angry and frus- 
trated with the Milan coach, Arrigo Sacchi, 
who insisted that he played up front as the 
lone striker. Thereafter he gave Silvio Ber- 
lusconi the ‘him or me’ ultimatum. Sacchi 
left to take up the Italian coach job. 


Tackle from behind 


His last competitive match was played in 
the European Cup Final against Olympique 
de Marseille in 1993. Having just been in- 
jured in a league match prior to the final, 
he was given painkillers in an attempt to al- 
leviate the pain in his ankle. A horrendous 
tackle from behind by Basile Boli finally 
ended his career. It was largely as a result of 
this tackle and consultation with the master 
himself, that FIFA, the governing body of 
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football around the world banned the tackle 
from behind. 


Asked about his personal highlight, he said: 
“In Barcelona, before the final with Steaua, 
when we were in the team bus heading to- 
wards the Nou Camp and the streets were 
full of 90 000 of our fans, that was truly an 
amazing feeling.” 

Gone... and back 

Van Basten officially left Milan in 1995 and 
retired from football, stating that he would 
never try management. Being away from 
football made him soon change his mind 
and he took a coaching course with the 
Royal Netherlands Football Association. 
After his successful ‘schooling’ he was ap- 
pointed as an assistant to his former team 
mate, John van’t Schip, managing Ajax’s 
Second team in the 2003/4 season. Having 
made an impact as a coach the Dutch foot- 
ball authorities wasted no time in appoint- 
ing him as the new head coach of the Dutch 
National Team. Van’t Schip, this time, was 
appointed as the assistant. 


It didn’t take him long to lay down the law. 
As a coach, he soon established himself 
as a man of strong principles. Like many 
others, he declared he would pick players 
only “by performance”, but he was unusual 
in actually following this policy. Van Bas- 
ten famously dropped superstars like Clar- 


ence Seedorf, Patrick Kluivert or Andy van 
der Meyde and benched Edgar Davids and 
Mark van Bommel, because all five were 
either past their best or constantly under- 
achieving. 


For probably the first time after the war, 
neither club of the “Big Three” Ajax Am- 
sterdam, PSV Eindhoven or Feyenoord 
Rotterdam provided the backbone of the 
Eleven, but newcomer AZ Alkmaar with 
relatively unknown players like Denny 
Landzaat, Barry Opdam, Barry van Galen, 
Ron Vlaar, Jan Kromkamp or Joris Mathi- 
jsen. Other remarkable choices were Khalid 
Boulahrouz, Dirk Kuyt, Hedwiges Maduro, 
Ryan Babel or Romeo Castelen. To date, his 
selections have proven successful in rejuve- 
nating the Dutch national side. 


If Marco van Basten’s highly successful 
playing career is anything to go by, then ex- 
pect the job that he does with the Dutch Na- 
tion Team to be as clinical as his finishing in 
front of goal. He has the passion, vision, pa- 
tience, intelligence, the will to succeed and 
a golden past to see him come through with 
flying colours (orange, of course). Odds 
of 12/1 in Germany on Holland’s chances 
of lifting the Jules Rimet Trophy ahead of 
Brazil, England, Argentina and Germany 
would be a good bet.

Laurence Hall of 
the Outlaws was able to give us an insight 
into the Outlaws with the following Q&A 


Q, It took the third round, but The Out- 
laws got their first win of the season in the 
Division 1 away to Monash. Was it some- 
what a relief to get that first win? 


A. Yes it was a great relief for the boys to 
finally get on the winners list, they thought 
it was going to be a long year, but a lot of 
positives came out of the game. 


They have a number of players who have 
only played for the team this year, and the 
first couple of games where the first time 
they have played as a team, hopefully now 
that we know how everyone plays we can 
keep on winning. 


Q. The Frankston Outlaws and other 
teams that made up the Strikers efforts in 
the Bayside League in years gone past are 
considered one of the perennial clubs in 
the Bayside League, yet times are tough at 
the Strikers with only one club now rep- 
resented in the Bayside League. Where do 
you see the clubs future and do you fore- 
see resurgence in the Bayside League? 


A. The club financially is very strong, the 
committee is working hard on improving the 
club, work on updating the rooms is always 
going on, we have a Legends Room show- 


casing our clubs past and present, the ground 
is looking the best it ever has. Our Senior 
squad is ina rebuilding phase with new coach 
Billy McArthur working hard with a number 
of junior players, we have just entered a fe- 
male team which is proving to be a big bonus 
for the club, and we are trying to build our 
junior ranks which are about to kick off as- 
well. In tersTEVE gRAYms of the Bayside 
many players have stopped playing for many 
reasons, some because they got married, had 
kids, moved away from the area, got too old, 
changed clubs etc, like in any sport people 
stop they may eventually go back and play 
again. Hopefully down the track we can see 
more Frankston Bayside Teams. 


Q. What is some of the memorable mo- 
ments that you can recall with the Strik- 
er’s Bayside efforts? 


A. As a Bayside Club we have had lots of 
success, from the early days at the start win- 
ning the 3MP Cup in 1979 and again in 1980, 
as well as the league in 1980, The Outlaws 
winning the league in 2001, the Cowboys 
winning the league and cup many times, and 
the Young Guns coming Runners Up in the 
Div 1 Cup in 2000 


Q. In regards to yourself, what was your 
most memorable moment? 


A. My most memorable moment in Bayside 
Soccer was captaining the Young Guns in the 
2000 Division 1 Cup against Hampton Park 


at Langwarrin, unfortunately though we lost 
on penalties. In VSF Soccer it was winning 
the Provisional League Division | Reserve 
League in 1993. 


Q. What do you considered as some of 
the positive aspects of participating in the 
Bayside League? 


A. Some of the positive aspects are that it 
is a social league therefore you are able to 
play but also have a kick and giggle with 
your mates. 


Its still very competitive despite being a 
Sunday Comp. You don’t have to travel very 
far for some games. And you even might 
play against English Premier League players 
eg Doug Hodgson. 


Q. What areas of the Bayside League do 
you believe needs improving? 


A. I think the Bayside League is running 
fairly smoothly, its great to see a female 
league and sub junior comps. One aspect 
though I would like to see, is that a complete 
history of the League be found ie past tables, 
results etc, the league has been going for 28 
years and little history is left apart from cur- 
rent years.

In response to your Green Gully infomer- 
cial last week from Sylvan, let’s have the perspective of 
another side. I was the referee of the Kingston v Green 
Gully fixture. Whilst I do not for one minute feel that it 
is the right or responsibility of a referee to have to ex- 
plain his adjudications in a public forum, | feel if public 
forums are to publish antagonistic and biased reports 
of matches/ incidents then a balanced reply ought not 
hurt.

Three of those have 
proved to be amongst my toughest assignments due to 
the physical intimidation of their opposition and their 
verbal intimidation of the referee, as in the old adage, 
give them an inch they’ll take a yard. The greatest of 
regrets of a referee is you can only punish what you see. 
In the Bentleigh Greens fixture, a 2nd half substitute, a 
young kid was welcomed by his ex NSL opponent F*k 
with a smack in the mouth. Unseen, unpunished. In the 
Richmond fixture, whilst I was tending to a substitution, 
Noel Bahnsen was smacked in the mouth by an ex NSL 
opponent F*k. Regrettably Bahnsen was sent off for his 
retribution minutes later.

87mins Vargas GG receives second caution for unsport- 
ing behavior in that he dangerously challenged a goal- 
keeper in possession of the ball.

90 mins Schwalger GG Dissent for running 60 yards to 
remonstrate with the referee who had already stopped 
play to caution the opponent perpetrator. 


Intermingled were 4 Kingston cautions.54, 68, 71 & 90 
mins 3 for late tackles Konstas & Papadopoulos broth- 
ers, | for a Spiteri tackle from behind.
